Dear Doctor;- 

I have noticed in ome of the Toronto papers an account 
of the death of Doctor Johnston, Professor of Latin in University 
College; and while I deeply regret that his career has received so 
untimely an ending, I take this epportunity of addressing you with 


regard to the position thus made vacant. 


I graduated from the University of Toronto in 1912 with 
honours in Classics, having won the Martha Bell, Mary Mulock, and 
first year scholarships in that department. In the year 1912-13 1 
attended the Faculty of Education, and at the same time ABS charge 
of an introductory class in Greek under Dean Wallace of Victoria 
College. Since graduation from the faculty of Education as a gualified 
Specialist in Classics, I have had four years’ successful experience 
in high school teaching. The degree of M.A. with first class honours 
was Sranted me a year ago by Toronto University, after I had Success= 
fully completed two year's extra-mural study in Latin, Comedies of 
Plautus, Last Christmas I wrote off the first half of the work lead- 
ing to the degree of Doctor of Pedagogy. Professor Sandiford would 
know my standing at this examination. I have nearly completed the 
thesis on the subject of " Education for Social Service," and I 
expect to present myself next December for the remaining examinations 
for this degree. Professor A.Jd. Bell, Ph.D., and Professor Sandiford 
would be able to give you an account of my scholarship and ability, 
and Doctor Bell would know whether I am sufficiently well equipped

for the rgponsible position of lecturer or instructor in Classics, 


I have been intending for some time to undertake post- 
graduate study in Classics either under Doctor Bell in Toronto 


University, or in Chicago; but I have felt that during the wamw war

I would not be justified in leaving my position in the Napanee Coll- 
egiate Institute for the purpose of private study without having 
some guarantee of a position at the end of the Ph.D. course. I would 
be willing to meet the wishes of the University by either taking 

a@ summer course in Chicago or by agreeing to carrg on study in 


Toronto leading to this degree. 


I am encouraged to make application to you in this manner 
knowing that Professor Lang entered University work from the Napanee 
Collegiate Institute, and that other men who have done less study 
subsequent to receiving their degree have been given University 
appointments either in Torontc or elsewhere. I have requested my 
father, who is one of the masters in Humberside Collegiate Institute, 
to eall on you and explain my qualifications in greater detail. I 
intend to be in the city myself next Saturday, and hope that I shall 


be able to obtain an interview with you then,
